In light of the planet’s emerging environ- 
mental crisis, it is becoming clear that our 
buildings and cities can no longer operate 
independently of the natural environment. 
The impact on the architectural and other 
construction disciplines is just beginning to 
be understood and has initiated a new 
range of design concerns and services 
under the heading of sustainability. The 
word ‘sustainability’ is descriptive of 
mankind's imperative to heal this planet — 
or to entomb the human potential for ages 
to come. 


“Architectural responsibility for the planet: 
How do we design for sustainability?” is the 
subject of an all-day symposium that the 
Architects for Social Responsibility (ASR) 
will conduct in October in Boston. Presen- 
tations and discussion will address the 
subjects of Sustainable Community 
Development and Co-housing, Sustainable 
Food Production, Waste Disposal and Re- 
Use, Land Policy and Planning, Sustain- 
able Architecture, Development and 
Building Technology. 


Through the pioneering work in sustainable 
design by professionals in the many 
interrelated disciplines of the building 
industry, it is being demonstrated that those 
projects that are most ecologically in 
balance are ultimately most economical. 
The ASR’s first annual awards programs 
will honor some of these projects and those 
who created them. Submissions will be due 
October 2; the September ChapterLetter 
will have the details. 


ASR also is planning to submit an entry to 
the national design competition for a Peace 
Garden in Washington DC. Due date for 
submission is August 25. 


The August meeting of ASR is August 6 at 
the Framingham Peace Park. ASR mem- 
bers have been consulting with the Fram- 
ingham Peace Council in developing this 
area's first Peace Park on Farm Pond. For

BCDC is real; A/E sales 
tax proposed 


BCDC — After what seems like a near- 
decade of effort on the part of the BSA’s 
Urban Design Committee and, particularly, 
BSA Board Member John de Monchaux 
LFRAIA, the Boston Civic Design Commis- 
sion was Officially born last month when 
Governor Dukakis signed the two-year-old 
bill that removed the last obstacles to this 
effort. 


The Legislative Affairs Committee joins the 
BSA Board in congratulating the scores of 
BSA members and friends whose excep- 
tional efforts (and patience) over the past 
several years paved the way for this City- 
wide design review mechanism. 


Service Tax on Architectural Services — 
Sen. Albano of Somerville has filed a bill 
(S-1860) that would impose a 5% service 
tax on architectural and engineering 
services, among others. (This is a different 
bill from one reported earlier this year; the 
present version does not include the legal 
and medical professions.) The bill has been 
introduced as one means of closing the 
budget gap. A service tax is considered by 
many tax experts to be a regressive tax, 
and 19 states have considered and 
rejected such a tax within the last 10 years. 
BSA members, in conjunction with Massa- 
chusetts engineering organizations, are 
arranging meetings with members of the 
state legislature to discuss the bill and its 
drawbacks. A service tax will have a very 
serious impact on architectural firms; it is 
important for BSA members to contact their 
legislators to express opposition to the bill 
now. For an update on the status of the bill,

OSHA Fines Imposed Upon Engineers 
— OSHA has recently fined two engineer- 
ing firms for safety violations on construc- 
tion jobsites. This action represents a 
serious departure from standard contract 
rules of interpretation and case law as to A/ 
E's responsibility for safety in the construc- 
tion process since the contractor is in 
control of the “means, methods and 
techniques” of construction. If those fines 
are upheld, standard contract clauses will 
have to be modified and architects and 
engineers will have to examine their 
practices to limit responsibility for construc- 
tion safety. Both firms are appealing the 
fines and it is possible that national 
engineering associations will provide 
support for the appeals.

Unlike the unique 
Harleston Parker Award which is intended 
to single out one exceptional piece of work, 
the new program will recognize the 
incredible breadth of excellent work and 
honor as many projects as the jury deter- 
mines to be worthy. 


Jacobsen, as chairman of the jury, will 
identify and discuss the work at the BSA's 
annual banquet at Build Boston. 


The call for entries will be mailed during the 
Summer and the submission deadline will 
be in early October. Watch your mail. 


IDP update 


Here's the latest in IDP benefits. As of July 
1, 1989, the cost of transmitting a council 
record is $75.00 (the current fee) when the 
request is made twelve months or more 
following receipt of the council record 
application. If the request is received within 
twelve months of the application, the 
transmittal fee will be $150.00. This means 
that to transmit an IDP council record to the 
Massachusetts Board of Registration of 
Architects (required for the 1991 exam), the 
transmittal fee will be $75.00 if NCARB 
receives your IDP application before 
January 1990. For anyone who applies for 
an IDP council record after that, the fee for 
transmitting the council record to the Board 
for 1991 exam will be $150.00. This is an 
incentive to begin the IDP application 
process as soon as possible.

BSA tour will explore the 


Bauhaus and its design revolution 


The German Bauhaus brought about a 
revolution in the design of lighting, furniture, 
graphics, and architecture which spread 
throughout Europe. In the spring of 1990 
(20 April - 4 May) the BSA will offer an 
educational tour that focuses on the origins 
of the Bauhaus school and its influences on 
architecture and design in East Germany, 
Hungary, Czechoslovakia and West Berlin. 
The tour leader, Kennie Ann Laney-Lupton, 
of International Design Seminars in 
Washington, D.C., will be assisted by 
architects, scholars, and curators at the 
sites to be visited. The itinerary has been 
created to enrich and advance the profes- 
sional interests of practicing architects 
through educational and cultural experi- 
ences. Meetings with colleagues from each 
destination’s architectural community will 
enhance and expand the ongoing interna- 
tional exchanges being promoted by the 
BSA (most recently through BSA tours to 
the USSR and Italy). Visits to architectural 
monuments, museums, and interaction with 
contemporary designers will establish a 
context within which to place the tour's 
experiences. While the basic program is 
structured for architects and designers, 
individuals from other professions who 
share these interests are invited to join. 
This travel program is rich in educational 
opportunities — architecture, design, the 
fine arts, history, politics, music and more. 


Highlights of the tour include visits to the 
newly renovated Arts and Crafts School in 
Weimar, the Am Horn Experimental House, 
as well as meeting with architects and 
scholars at these sites. A day in Dessau 
offers meetings with the faculty at the 
restored Bauhaus School as well as 
exploration of the Dessau-Torten Housing 
Development, the Master's Housing, the 
Steel House and the Labor Office Building. 
In Budapest the transition from Art Nou- 
veau to early Bauhaus architecture will be 
examined while a lunch with Hungarian 
architects and designers at the Restaurant 
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Hungaria (internationally famous as the 
New York Cafe when it opened in 1894) will 
provide a forum for establishing new 
exchanges. In Prague, architecture from 
the medieval to the modern period will be 
explored with emphasis on Cubist Architec- 
ture and the work of Adolph Loos. During 
an excursion to Brno, the architects 
responsible for the restoration of the 
Tugendhat House will conduct a tour of this 
structure and discuss problems they 
encountered during its restoration. In East 
Germany Hans Scharoun’s Villa Scminke 
will offer a counterpoint to Bauhaus ideas. 
In addition, there will be performances at 
the beautifully restored Dresden Opera and 
the opportunity to explore new housing 
estates in East Berlin. The tour will culmi- 
nate in West Berlin with visits to the 
Bauhaus Archives, the IBA exhibitions, and 
buildings by Mies van de Rohe and Hans 
Scharoun. 


This once-in-a-lifetime tour is going to be 
sold out quickly so we encourage Chapter-

Mentor redux... 
it’s about time (and it’s 
about you) 


In Greek mythology one of the chieftains of 
the Trojan war, Odysseus, when setting out 
for Troy, entrusted the education of his son 
Telemachus to his friend Mentor. Mentor’s 
name became synonymous with the role of 
a wise and faithful counselor. 


Throughout history, the relationship 
between a mentor and his protégé, a 
master and his apprentice, could be an 
invaluable way of sharing skills. Advanced 
students and recent graduates work under 
the guidance of recognized professionals to 
further their careers, thereby receiving 
emotional, instrumental, and informational 
support from the mentor. 


Acting as guides, mentors ensured that 
crafts passed into the hands of responsible, 
well-trained practitioners. However, this 
form of education has become rare in 
architecture. There is an opportunity in our 


profession to revitalize this mentor/protege 
relationship through the Intern-Architect 
Development Program (IDP). 


IDP is a program that allows us to welcome 
interns into the profession, encouraging this 
passing of knowledge and experience from 
generation to generation, producing 
increasingly knowledgeable architects. The 
intern is the focus of IDP and the driving 
force of the program. The program's 
success depends on the continued involve- 
ment of the intern. However, it is not only 
interns who need to take an active role in 
shaping their future; as practicing architects, 
we must reinforce the intern’s importance to 
the future of our profession by becoming 
equally involved. The IDP advisory system 
improves the methods by which we perform 
the responsibility of educating the intern, the 
future of our profession. 


The advisory system consists of two key 
individuals: the sponsor and the advisor. 
The sponsor and advisor are registered 
professionals who supervise and monitor 
the intern’s activity on a periodic basis. 
They share the traditional role of mentor. 


The advisor is a registered architect outside 
the firm in which the intern is employed. The 
advisor is able to offer objective insight into 
questions and long-range decisions. 
Advisors help interns see beyond their own 
circumstances, to see the “big picture.” 
Advisors allow interns the vision to see past 
their immediate condition and begin to 
assess their own situation in terms of the 
community around them. The relationship 
between the intern and the advisor allows 
both to become involved with others 
practicing in the community. 


As architects, we must take an active role in 
the future of our profession. One opportu- 
nity is through the IDP advisory system. By 
becoming advisors, we can help shape 
those who will eventually take our place in 
the profession. We also carry on a valuable 
tradition that began when Odysseus took 
care to provide for the future by entrusting 
his son’s education to Mentor. Who wouldn't 
be honored to follow in such classical 
footsteps?

In tough times, client analysis is key to retention 


This is another in the BSA’s series of 
advisories intended to assist design firms 
seeking to understand and take advantage 
of significant shifts in the building industry's 
economy. This article is reprinted with 
permission from Architects’ Office Manage- 
ment & Administration Report. 


Securing relationships with existing major 
clients is critical. Principals should live by 
that credo, and they should motivate their 
fellow principals and managers to do the 
same. Finding new clients is simply too 
expensive a proposition to lose existing 
ones unnecessarily. 


Current economic conditions make client 
retention an even more pivotal issue. Most 
principals recognize that, even within their 
specialties, many firms regionally could do 
work of quality, cost, and perhaps even 
aesthetic value comparable to theirs, given 
the chance. Your rivals, also feeling the 
pinch of a volatile marketplace, may resort 
to low bids and almost ruthless marketing 
tactics. 


Small and mid-sized architectural firms are 
particularly vulnerable. Large clients 
generally prove less willing to shop for new 
design service firms during tight economic 
times. They perceive that eliminating such 
new relationships minimizes their risks and 
preserves their management time during a 
period when other aspects of business 
demand more attention. 


Whatever the size of your firm, planning 
sessions to determine client needs should 
remain a priority no matter how much 
backlog the firm now has. Principals and 
their project managers are well advised to 
meet with major clients (including other 
design consultants who refer work) to 
review the following questions. 


* What are the client's plans and needs 
over the short- and mid- term? How do 
these needs translate into services that can 
be provided by your firm? 


* What services have we provided for this 
client in the past? \s it reasonable to expect 
more work of similar type and quantity? 
Have we failed to provide certain services 
in the past? What is the billing and collec- 
tion history with the client, and how is that 
likely to change? 


* With whom do we now have strong 
personal relationships? With what other 
individual at the client's firm should we 
develop such relationships? Who in our firm 
can best develop those relationships? 
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* What problems have occurred in our 
relationships in the past, and what have we 
done to eliminate them? 


* What services and areas of expertise do 
our current project teams and other project 
teams possess that could be of value to the 
client? Is now the time to introduce these 
other services and technical staff? 


¢ What can we do now to help the client 
prepare for future plans? Are certain 
preliminary designs for estimating or 
consulting services appropriate to meet 
future needs? . . . Can we, in this manner, 
relative to a client's new directions or new 
projects, solidify our relationship for the 
long term? 


Plumbing code mysteries 
are plumbed 


In the continuing saga of code revisions, 
problems arise in understanding the full 
extent of any changes, and when they take 
effect. All too often we discover that they 
are already in effect. One of the latest 
areas of confusion emanates from the 
State Board of Examiners of Plumbers and 
Gas Fitters’ recently enacted changes to 
the State Plumbing Code. 


To begin with, there is now an increased 
requirement for dormitories requiring 
separate and designated male and female 
toilets and bathing facilities. This will end 
future co-ed bathroom facilities. Another 
unisex-related item laid to rest is the 
infamous unisex handicapped toilet. As of 
December 1988, the Plumbing Board 
eliminated this possibility. The one excep- 
tion to the unisex toilet rule involves 
establishments with fewer than 1000 sq.ft. 
A unisex toilet will be allowed in such 
situations with prior approval by the Board 
of State Examiners of Plumbers & Gasfit- 
ters. Also be aware that whenever em- 
ployee and customer toilet facilities are 
combined, the fixture tables governing each 
category must be combined to determine 
final fixture counts. 


All commercial and professional buildings 
are now required to include separate and 
designated toilet facilities on each floor for 
each sex including handicapped facilities 
for patients, clients, and customers. A new 
code requirement affecting shopping plazas 
and malls requires that they contain 


common “core” toilet facilities including 
handicapped facilities on each floor. 
Unfortunately, a definition for ‘shopping 
plaza’ is not included in the Code. The 
occupancy count threshold for designated 
public toilet facilities in all places of 
assembly was 20 and has now been 
reduced to five. 


Note that Article 22 in the State Building 
Code may be controlling on some of these 
issues. Area of an existing building 
untouched by construction may not need 
be in compliance with new requirements. 
Variances from any of the requirements in 
the Plumbing Code can be sought by 
petition to the local Board of Health or 
Health Department, which must in turn 
request relief from the State Board. 


A complete list of all the changes to the 
Plumbing Code since December 31, 1988, 
is available in a single packet through the 
Architectural Bookshop (617-262-2727). 
Questions concerning the State Plumbing 
Code should be directed to Louis Visco, 
Executive Secretary, State Board of 
Plumbers and Gas Fitters. 


The BSA Codes Committee is in the 
process of requesting that some of these 
controversial code changes be deferred to 
allow for modification clarification. We will 
keep you posted.

One of the most important phases of the 
planning is now complete. As you probably 
know, the BSA wanted to deal with the 
issue of accessibility in the fullest, most 
sensitive and aesthetic way possible. 


More than simply meeting public agency 
regulations, the BSA wanted to encourage 
use of the building by handicapped 
individuals while providing an architectur- 
ally appropriate and elegant means to do 
SO. 


The issue was complicated by the age of 
the building and the size of the site. Several 
plans were considered while the architects 
and contractors wrestled with this difficult 
design problem. 


Plans call for the elevator lobby entry door 
to be situated at sidewalk level at the fourth 
Broad Street bay from the corner of Milk 
and Broad Streets. The floor immediately 
inside the entry door will be lowered to 
sidewalk level and a ramp with two 
intermediate landings will be constructed 
between the elevator shaft and the Broad 
Street exterior wall. 


In addition, two risers will be constructed in 
from of the entry door. The newly lowered 
entry floor and the lower ramp section will 
be constructed of metal decking and 
concrete topping to minimize floor thick- 
ness to accommodate ceiling height 
limitations in the electrical room below. 


The Bookshop entrance will remain at the 
corner of Milk and Broad Streets with two 
risers up the exterior landing, allowing ease 
of access directly into that part of the 
building. 


We can also report that: 


* drawings for the skylight have been 
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approved and arrangements have been 
made to acquire the slate that will go on 
the mansard portion of the roof... work 
on the roof has begun; 


« it has been decided to reuse as much of 
the granite as possible from the stone 
infills to create the new facade in order to 
maintain the historical authenticity of the 
building; granite will also be used for the 
first floor interior; 


* details of the window trim millwork are 
being plotted so the necessary trim pieces 
can be fabricated; and, 


* the staging is up; the existing slate will be 
removed, at which point cleaning and 
repointing will begin.

Only the street-level doors remain to be 
approved by the Landmarks Commission. 
Because the main entrance will be lowered 
in order to provide handicapped access, 
the doors will exceed the original height. 
Several solutions are being reviewed 
including installation of a solid transom 
below the glass arch. 


The stairs have been installed, so 50 Broad 
Street is now far more accessible than it 
has been in the past few months. Many 
important pieces of this puzzle are begin- 
ning to fall into place, giving us a preview of 
how wonderful this building will be when it’s 
finished.

City” design conference 
held in May 


Small firms: two manuals 
available on marketing 
and p.r. 
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A delegation of 17 architects, interior 
designers and other design professionals 
met with over 100 Veneto-area architects 
and engineers at a May conference at the 
University of Padova to recognize the role 
architects and designers play in shaping 
the environment and to examine the impact 
of contemporary design internationally.
